VINDICTIVE 


In adult Mfo the tendency of 
such people was Ww be bullying 
vindictive, cantankerous = an 
trouble-making. Many were 
actually crucl to thelr wives or 
busbunds, or to their children, 

Some became exhibitionists, 
voing in for flamboyant dress 
or hair styles, fantastic lying, 
misquerading or tatloving. 
One woman had burnt on their 
him with cigarettes the initials 
of her lover. 

They were restless ‘“Ishmacts,” 
most half of the case had been 
truants In early years, and in 
adult Hfe kept changing their 
jobs. 

“Religion played very litle 
part In these people's lives,” 
reports Dr Batchelor, The 
majority expressed bellef in a 
personal God, but less than 
half believed In immortality In 
after life. 

In many — cuses It was quite 
obvious that the suicidal = in- 
dividual had felt the provocation 
to murder.

Organisers of the Kurtlkshotra 
fair have made claborate ar- 
rangements to direct the pilgrim 
traffic so that when they start 
towards the bathing Ghat, no 
overci ng or stampede 
occurs, 

TENTED CAMP

sanitary, public health and ad- 
ministrative arrangements. 

To prevent an oubreak of 
cholera, all the pilgrims at- 
tending the fair will be 
inoculated. 

The Jake where the main 
bathing will take place is being 
cleared of lotus leaves and ils 
approaches cleaned of scrub and 
undergrowth. 

To enforce Jaw and _ order, 
1,400 policemen frum the Punjab 
will be on duty. They will be 
assisted by 2,500 Scouts and 
Guides, 

Despite — these precautions, 
many pilgrims will die of dts- 
ease, exhaustion, accident or 
heat stroke before the fair is 
over. 

But at Kurukshetra, no devout 
Hindu dreads death, 

To die there, they belleve, 
will ensure for their souls a seat 
In heaven.—China Mall Special.

The father, Prince Juan, only

sion If there in to be any re- 
storation of the Monarchy. 

The Immediate problem how- 
ever, is what the young Prince, 
who has just talkeen his fnal 
“Bachlillerato” (Matriculation) 
eximination In Madrid, shail do 
next, 

General Franco, it is believed, 
wants the boy to enter the 
Naval Training College at 
Marin (Galicla) as a cadet in 
the Spanish Navy. 

Some reports hnve suggested 
that he may go to Louvain 
University fn Belglum, 

That issuo is important, for 
General Franco wants the boy 
to be fully educated in Spain, 
In Spanish jdeas and in the 
idens of the regime. He would 
very likely have strong objec- 
{ion to the boy golng abroad to 
sludy. 


EDUCATED IN SPAIN 

So for, Prince Juan Caries 
has been educated in Spaln— 
but privately, A group of boys 
from leading Monarchist farnilics 
went to specially constituted 
school at the Palace of Miramar, 
in Sun Sebastian, which belongs 
to the Spanish royal famlly.

COURT'S OPINION 


Following submissions by 
Counsel, Mr Justice T. J. Gould 
(Acting Chief Justice) who sat 
with Mr Justice C.W. Reece 
(Puisne Judge) gave spot 
judgment, allowing the appeal, 
as follows: 


This is an appeal from a de-

anchorage, and where they
